The  reason  that  I  sought  advice  from  tho  General  was  '’ 
Docauso  he  attaohos  groat  ierportanoe  to  morals  and  hot 
only  onphotioally  ndvooates  that  our  people  should  endeavor 
to  follow  tho  benevolent  eplrifof  His  Majesty  but  he  un- 


The  General's  thought  was  always  justly  humanlterian 
and  poccoful.  Unlike  0  military  man,  tho  General  disliked 
war  and  said  that  to  invite  occosiens  such  as  fighting 'for 
tho  sake  of  politiool  expodiojioy  should  otoolutoly  be 
avoided.  Even  when  wo  aro  attacked  by  another  country  and 
obliged  to  defend  our sol ^os,  tho  off or t  & 
confine  tho  damage  of  war  to  tho  minimum, 
tho  foot  that  to  dreg  women  end  childron 
liens  into  a  war  of  disaster  or  to  oerry 
such  cruel  methods  as  tho  use  of  poison  g 
should  absolutely  be  avoided.

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It  WQS  not  mysolf  Qlono  but  there  v,oro  mony  officials 
of  tho  Ministry  of  .Home  Affairs  who  wero  oiaightened  by 
Oonoral  ARi'iKI  who  has  oonpfohonded  tho  soul  of  Bushido 
which  inspires  norols  and  a  noblo  spirit*  Those  who  have 
been  enlightened  by  hid  such  os  I  hove  oocie  to  hold  the 
ideas  which  wore  for  tho  most  part  opposed  to  tho  expansion 
of  tho  China  Incident,  to  tho  Tripartite  Paot,  on4  to  tho 
Foscistic  political  party  or  tho  ono-porty  system,  and  wore 
opposed  to  waging  war  against  tho  United  States  and  Great 
Britain.  Since  tho  outbreak  of  tho  Pacific  V/ar,  ospooially 
concerning  tho  policy  of  propaganda,  ho  v;as  critical  from 
tho  moral  standpoint  arid  at  times  assumed  tho  attitude  of 
opposition. 

In  1940  when  I  was  tho  Chief  of  tho  Police  Department 
of  Ehimo  Profocturo,  a  grpup  of  young  men  at  that  time 
had  likenossos  of  Prosidont  Roosevelt  and  Premier  Churchill 
drawn  up  and  had  thorn  pcatod  on  straw  dolls  end  they  plannei 
•  to  have  tho  passorsby  strike  at  them  with  bamboo  spears  in 
order  to  raise  a  fooling  of  hostility  among  tho  people*  I. 
because  of  my  advocacy  of  iJl/-KI*s  principles,  admonisbod  anc 
ordered  thorn  to  suspend  such  action,  again  there  was  a 
lady  who  said  "How  pitiable",  at  the  sight  of  tho  prisoners 
6f  war,  and  she  was  widely  criticized  for  it  but  wo  also 
said  at  that  time  that  it  v;os  only  natural  sympathy  •accord¬ 
ing  to  Bushido  or  Jeprnoso  chivalry,  end  that  it  is  rather 
absurd  to  attack  such  an  attitude,  and  thus  I  uttered  my 
belief  at  tho  gatherings  of  subordinates  consisting  of 
department  chiefs,  etc. 

In  November  1941  when  Colonel  AKnI'-i»TSU  was  Secretory 
to  tho  Primo  Minister  (Mr.  i.K/»M/.TSU  and  I  became  acquainted 
when  I  was  serving  as  .Secretary  to  Prince  LONOYE,  end  es¬ 
pecially  when  tho  TO^O  Cabinet  approached  mo  to  continue 
in  my  post  as  Secretory  but  I  refused  the  offer,  I  endea¬ 
vored  to  have  him  fulfill  his  mission  to  Japan  by  request in( 
him  to  send  to  Primo  I'.inistor  TOJO  a  long  letter  Jncluaing 
a  q'vjtatlon,  o  paragraph  from  tho  Biography  of  ITO,  Hakubun* 
It  eoncornod  tho  historical  fact  of  ISmporor  Moiji,  who 
loved  poace  rnd  manifested  much  concern  over  tho  beginning 
of  tho  Russo-Jepunoso  war. 

Such  attitude,  os  mentioned  above,  in  every  case  was 
greatly  influenced  by  General  ARAKI’s  principles. 

Thus  tho  spirit  of  Japan  end  tho  spirit  of  Bushido 
as  entortGinod  by  General  i.R„KI  were  absolute  pacifism  and 
that  which  highly  vcluos  morality.  Tho  General  disliked 
war  and  said  on  many  occasions  tiio  he  was  opposed  to  tho 
expansion  of  tho  Sino-Jepanoso  Incident  und  tho  starting 
of  tho  war  against  tho  United  States  and  Great  Britain* 
Neither  did  ho  give  consent  to  tho  Trij^rtlte  Pact  as  it 
meant  stimulating  tho  danger  of  such  a  war  and  those  of  us 
who  frccuontly  listened  to  his  speeches  and  were  enligh¬ 
tened  by  him,  viewed  tho  conditions  and  thought  that  the 
situation  v^as,  and  is  at  present  most  regrettable* 

In  May  1942  (tho  17th  Year  of  Showa)  when  I  was  serving 
as  tho  Chief  of  tho  Police  Department  of  IShime  Prefecture, 
we  requested  tho  General  to  give  t  lecture  to  tho  entire 
body  of  officials  of  tho  profectural  and  municipal  offices 
under  the  auspicies  of  the  governor.  The  propaganda  policy, 
etc,  of  tho  government  as  to  morality  at  that  time  appeared 
questloi.able  and  so  wu  espociully  requested  his  advice  con¬ 
cerning  tho  excellent  ..opinions  of  the  Genorcl  regarding  the 
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morally  oorroot  viows  of  tho  bituotion  end  as  to  tiio  diroo- 
tlon  In  v»hioh  tho  people  should  follovv  morally* 


.  Tho  contents  of  tho  Gonorcl's  lecture  criticized  the 
situation  omphatically  end  urgod  tho  solf-oxplcnotion 
of  tho  pooplo  by  saying  that  "The  Jeiwnoso  people,  regard¬ 
less  of  vvhethcr  one  is  porticlpatlng  in  war  or  not,  should 
Qt  all  times  koop  in  mind  His  llejesty’s  benevolent  virtue 
and  andeovor  never  to  act  against  the  Imperial  will*  If 
tho  situation  romains  as  it  is  at  tho  present,  one  worry 
is  added  to  each  victory.”  Local  govornmont  and  municipal 
officials  who  had  novor  previously  hoard  the  General’s 
speeches  wore  deeply  impressed  end  beocuo  fully  aware  of 
tho  General’s  ideas  of  morality,  bonovolonce,  and  even 
though  I  include  pacifism  I  shell  also  say  patriotism*
